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MISCELLANEOUS LITERARY ITEMS 


Tue Sate or THE Dickens Picrures, &c.— 


The sale of pictures, drawings, and objects of 


art belonging to the late Mr. Charles Dick- 
ens proved to be one of the most remark- 
able on record. ‘The salesroom was filled to 
overflowing, a very large proportion of the 
spectators being from the provinces, and the 
prices paid for the majority of the articles 
sold were so extravagantly high that nothing 
in the history of Messrs. Christie’s rooms has 
ever equalled them. The desire to secure 
mementoes of the great novelist led purchasers 
to give twenty, thirty, and, in one or two 
cases, even a hundred times the intrinsic or 
marketable value of what, under ordinary 
circumstances, would be deemed a common- 
place article. Below we specify a few of the 
lots and prices realized :— 


Drawings. —*‘ The Britannia,” the vessel 
in which Mr. Dickens first went to America, 
was bought by Lord Darnley for 105 gui- 
neas. ‘‘ Little Nell and her Grandfather 
making bouquets,” by Topham, 275 guineas. 
“* Little Nell’s Home,” by Cattermole, 160 
guineas. ‘* Little Nell’s Grave,” the com- 
panion, 180 guineas. 


Pictures. — What are the Wild Waves 
Saying ?” by James Hamilton, an American 
artist, by whom it was presented to Mr, 
Dickens, 45 guineas. ‘‘ Le Garde Cham- 
petre,” by Zamacois, a pupil of Messonier, 
bought for $700 on the occasion of Mr. 
Dickens’ last visit to America, 240 guineas, 
** An Autumnal Scene,” by Cropsey, an Am- 
erican artist, by whom the picture was pre- 
sented to Mr. Dickens, 26 guineas. Webster’s 
well-known work, ‘‘ Dotheboys Hall,” the 
brimstone and treacle scene, 510 guineas, 
‘*€ Pickwick and Mrs. Bardell,” a small work 
by Leslie, in grisaille, and with which all 
England is familiar, 131 guineas, ‘The prin- 
cipal picture in the collection was Frith’s 
** Dolly Varden,” the most “ roguish, comely, 
bright-eyed, enticing, bewitching, captiva- 
ting, maddening little puss in the world.” 
The past history of this picture is curious, 
and another singular episode was added to it 
on Saturday. It originarlly cost Mr. Dick- 
ens £20; on Saturday it was bought by Mr. 
Agnew for 1000 guineas. If a sporting term 
may be applied to picture-buying, one can 
only describe the competitors for the works 


as so many rival “ plungers.”” The bids were 
sometimes an advance of 50 guineas at a time, 
and after the applause which followed Mr. 
Agnew’s last bid of 1,000 guineas, it sounded 
like a piece of satire to hear a feeble voice 
cry out “‘ A thousand and one.”” When the 
laughter which followed this offer had sub- 
sided, Mr. Agnew disputed the right of the 
auctioneer to accept a bidding of less than 5 
per cent.; the spectators supported Mr. 
Agnew ; and as there was no further advance 
the picture was knocked down to him. A 
companion work, painted by the same artist 
for the same amount of money—“ Kate 
Nickleby at Madame Mantilini’s ”—realized 
200 guineas, Maclise’s well-known portrait 
of Mr. Dickens, painted in 1839, and pre- 
sented by the publishers of ‘* Nicholas Nickle- 
by,” on the completion of that work, was 
bought by the Rev. Sir E. R. Joddrell, Bart., 
for 600 guineas, a much smaller sum than 
the picture was generally valued at. 

The most spirited competition dur ng the 
sale was for Mr. Dickens’ favorite raven, the 
“Grip” of “ Barnaby Rudge.” The first 
bid of 25 guineas for an indifferently stuffed 
black crow, in a common glazed case, was 
thought a bold offer, but in less than half a 
minute a dozen or more competitors had run 
the figure up to 60 guineas, The price, 
however, continued to advance, and first one 
opponent and then another were shaken off, 
till at 75 guineas there were only two com- 
petitors in the field. ‘‘ Eighty, and knock it 
down,” cried the bolder of them, thinking so 
large an advance would not be challenged, 
but ‘‘ eighty-one ” speedily followed, and for 
full five minutes the spectators watched the 
duel. One of the spectators bid by two, 
three or five guineas at a time, the other 
quickly followed, tortoise fashion, with his 
single guinea, but in the end he succumbed 
to 120 guineas, at which enormous figure the 
historic bird was bought by Mr. Nottage of 
Tulse Hill. 

The last set of articles offered for sale was 
the Pickwick ladles, half a dozen small silver 
toddy spoons, each having a gilt figure handle 
representing some character in ‘* Pickwick.” 
The ladles were presented to Mr. Dickens 
by Messrs. Chapman & Hall on the com- 
pletion of that work. Four of the six were 
bought by Mr. Agnew, and the prices may be

taken as some criterion of the relative popu- 
larity of Mr. Dickens’ subjects. While Sam 
Weller fetched £64, Mr. Winkle only realiz- 
ed £23, and Mr. Jingle was sold for £30. 
But the highest price for these small ladles 
was given by Mr. A. Halliday, for the figure 
of Pickwick, £69. ‘The last of the lot was 
bought by Mr. Dickens’ son for £34 guineas. 
Though it was not in the catalogue, the auc- 
tioneer then-discovered that the morocco case 
for the ladles was for sale. After a spirited 
bidding, it was bought by Mr. Permain for 
three guineas. The sale realized £9,410.—

IN A VERY SCARCE BOOK—Hall’s Parochial 
History of Cornwell, published at Exeter in 
in 1750, mention is made of Killigrew, the 
celebrated Master of the Revels, temp, Charles 
II., though he never was formally installed 
Court Jester. The following anecdote will 
show, at all events, that he deserved the ap- 
ointment, evén though he did not get it: 
When Louis XIV. showed him his pictures 
at Paris the King pointed out to him a pic- 
ture of the Crucifixion between two portraits, 
‘“That on the right,” added his Majesty, 
“is the Pope, and that on the left is my- 
self.” ‘*I humbly thank your Majesty,” 
replied the wit, “for the information ; for 
though I have often heard that our Lord was 
crucified between two thieves, I never knew 
who they were till now.”

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BOOK-BINDING. 


(CONTINUED.) 


HE adornment and decoration of ancient books was not exclusively con- 

fined to their bindings proper. Rich and costly volumes were frequently 

protected by an extra case or covering, frequently of a character scarcely 

less sumptuous than that of the cover which it was to protect. The Book 

of Hours of Charlemagne, now in the Louvre, was found originally encased 

in a little silver gilt box, upon which was engraved, in relief, a representation 
ot the Mysteries of the passion, Some valuable books were enveloped in a sort of pocket 
or ‘*chemise.”” The ‘* Heures de St. Louis,” now in the Musée des Souverains, still exists. 
protected by its ‘‘ chemise ” of red sandal wood. 

The ‘‘Catenati,” or books which were chained in churches and libraries, were generally 
Bibles and Miissals, in wooden binding and heavily ornamented with metallic corners. The 
bindings, embellished by the goldsmith’s and lapidary’s arts, were not so chained; they were 
of a private character, and not so exposed to the depredations of the joint disciples of Biblio 
and cleptomania. Nevertheless the books were of sufficient value to make this safeguard of 
iron very desirable. This would seem a reflection upon the pious of the middle ages, but 
it may be that some other purpose was subserved in keeping such bulky volumesin fixed posi- 
tions. Volumes frequently turn up, indeed we have possessed several, which still retained the 
of chain attached to the ring, which was formerly slipped over an iron rod running along the top 
of a desk. Upto the seventeenth century the books in the University of Leyden were so chain- 
ed, the shelf and reading desk being combined. Owing to the ponderous properties of an ancient 
folio it was a matter of greater convenience to change position than to have the book con- 
veyed to the reader. ‘The corners, plates, clasps and nails rendered the volumes so heavy 
that in order to enable the reader to turn the leaves of more than one, with facility, the 
books were occasionally placed upon revolving desks, having space for many open folios at 
the same time; probably some locomotive turn-table arrangement, or monitor’s turret, out of 
which volleyed and thundered ye ancient fathers, 

Richly ornamented books were generally the property of a monastic institution or some 
titled or wealthy individual, and the church being the centre and chief influence of literary 
productions, we find that, with the occasional exception of classical subjects, the ornamenta- 
tion of bindings of early books took a decidedly religious caste of character. The crucifix 
frequently occurred, relieved upon the sides of the volume, and representations of the Vir- 
gin, the infant Christ, adoration of the Magi, and images of like character formed the 
prevailing subjects of ornamentation. Occasionally, inside a thick binding of boards, next 
to the leaves, there was an excavation or sort of cupboard containing a silver crucifix, guarded 
by a metal door,* 


*It is not often that there is occasion to quote that slippery and fallacious writer, ycleped S. Palmer, alias G. 
Psalmanazar ; but herein we may disport ourselves with six of his lines as applicable to the subject in question. 
‘J shall here mention something (says Palmer) concerning their [that is, the ancient,] way of bookbinding, 
an account of which we find in Scaliger, (Scaligeriana, p. 173, Hag. edit.) who tells us that his grandmother 
had a printed Psalter, the cover of which was two inches thick; in the inside was a kind of cupboard, wherein 
was a small silver crucifix, and behind it the name of Berenica Cordronia de la Scala. General Hist. of 
Printing, p. 96. The reader may consult another anecdote or two about Scaliger’s knowledge of early printed 
books, in vol. 1, p. 351, 353 (of the Bib. Decameron). Of these ancient bibliopegistical specimens of cup- 
board preserved crucifixes, I do not remember to have seen more than one specimen.—Dibdin, 
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Dibdin refers to a Latin Psalter with an interlineary Saxon version, in the MS, library at 
Stowe, probably one of the oldest Psalters extant in England, and thought to be of the IXth 
century, whose binding ‘“‘ consists of oaken boards, upon the exterior of the first of which is 
a large brass crucifix, formerly, perhaps, covered or washed with silver. The crucifix 
measures, to the best of my recollection, about seven or eight inches in height. ‘The work- 
manship is clumsy. Regarding this Psalter there is a tradition that ‘it is the book upon 
which the Kings and Queens of England took their coronation oath previous to the reforma- 
tion.’ _It is sufficient to observe further that it was formerly entered in the exchequer as “‘a 
little booke with a crucifix.” Dibdin then makes mention of another book in the Stowe 
collection, a ‘* MS of the Latin Gospels of the Xth or XIth century, bound in oaken cov- 
ers, the outside of one of which is inlaid with pieces of carved ivory; which specimens of 
ivory sculpture I conceive to be of a later period—being probably inlaid by the piety of 
some subsequent owner, They are, however, very curious, and deserve explicit notice. 
The first consists of our Saviour, with an angel above him; the second, of the Virgin, with 
Christ in her lap—the Virgin is in halflength; the third is a small whole length of Joseph, 
with an angel above. A gilt nimbus is around the head of each, but that which encircles 
the Virgin is perfect, and the compartment in which she appears (about five inches high) is 
twice the size of each of the others. ‘The draperies throughout are good ; it is altogether a 
choice and precious specimen of ancient binding.” 

Mr. Astle speaks of ‘*a booke of Gospelles garnished and wrought with antique worked 
silver and gilt with an image of the crucifix, with Mary and John, poiz together cccxxij oz.” 
Also, in the Jewel House in the Tower, ‘‘a work of gold enameled, clasped with a rubie; 
having on th’ one syde a crosse of dyamounts, and vj other dyamounts, and th’ other sydea 
flower de luce of dyamounts, and iiij rubies, with a pendante of white sapphires and the 
armes of Englande, which booke is garnished with small emerades and rubies hanging to a 
cheyne, pillar fashion, set with xv knottes, every one conteyning iij rubies (one lacking).” 
Archaeologia, vol. xiii, 220. 

**Oone Gospell booke, covered with tissue and garnished on th’ onside with the crucifix 
and the Queene’s badges of silver guilt, poiz, with wodde, leaves and all cxij oz,” is a de- 
scription of a prayer booke said to have been in the possession of Queen Elizabeth in the 
sixteenth year of her reign. The cross and other Christian emblems were so much in keep- 
ing with the character of the majority of early manuscripts that we are not surprised to find 
them so frequently occurring. 

It was not until the latter part of the fifteenth century that books were bound in thick 
boards, covered with leather stamped in arabesque and other curious patterns. Vellum 
bindings appear to have been stamped at the close of the fifteenth century, succeed- 
ing the solid old boards covered with stamped leather. During the fifteenth century vellum 
was used as a plain binding, with the margin frequently lapping over, and sometimes meet- 
ing on the edges of the book, thus forming a most excellent protection against dust and 
injury. Arabesques were the prevailing ornaments for stamped binding during the fifteenth 
century. Towards the sixteenth century historical subjects or portraits were occasionally em- 
ployed. In the early part of the sixteenth century they are of frequent occurrence. 

Among the most beautiful bindings of the eleventh and twelfth centuries, we must not for- 
get to mention the covers of books in enamelled copper. (See the illustration, representing a 
large painted initial letter in a manuscriptin the Royal Library at Brussels, showing the arrange- 
ment of the binding, in enamelled metal, of a book of the Gospels, ninth or tenth century.) 
The museum of Cluny, Paris, posseses two plates of incrusted enamel of Limoges, which must 
have belonged to one of these bindings; the first has for its subject the ‘* Adoration of the 
Magi ;” the other a representation of the monk, Etienne de Muret, conversing with St. 
Nicholas. The Cathedral of Milan contains in its treasury the covering of a book still 
more ancient and much richer, about fourteen inches in length and twelve wide, profusely 
covered with incrusted enamel and mounted and ornamented with precious stones of various 
colors. Among the curiosities of binding may be mentioned a specimen of literature in the 
shape of a book whose leaves were lead. | Montfaucon, in his Palaeographia Graeca, repre- 
sents Job, Suetonius, Frontinus and Pliny, in support of the existence of books formed en- 
tirely of lead. Montfaucon says he only saw “ one of these leaden books, which contained 
eight leaves, including its cover or binding, also of the same material. Rings are fastened 
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through the side extremity of each leaf, in such a manner that a leaden rod or hinge run- 
ning through the rings binds the Book. Montfaucon ‘‘ found the original during his residence 
in Rome and presented it to Cardinal de Bouillon, It was about four inches long and two 
and a half wide. The leaves were covered with hieroglyphic ornaments, of which fac- 
similes and ingenious solutions were given by the leained antiquary.” Against the weight of 
the material was urged the ductility of the surface. What a material for pocket editions, or 
readers of light literature! ‘Think of sending books to the blacksmith’s shop to be bound 
and repaired ! 

A most extraordinary volume, of extreme interest to English antiquaries, is known as Sr, 
Curnpert’s Book, ‘said to be executed for that Saint when he was Bishop of the church 
of Lindisfarne. Ethelwald, one of the monks of the same monastery, smit with the per- 
fection of the calligraphy, procured an artist of the name of Bilfrith to execute the illumi- 
nations and ornaments, and caused the volume to be bound with gold and precious stones, 
An inscription regarded as coeval records the names of Eadfrith, Oethelwald, Bilfrith and 
Aldred, as completing and ornamenting this volume of the Gospels to God and Cuthbert; 
its age will therefore necessarily be towards the middle of the seventh century, and as it 
stands so perfectly insulated—so completely different from every other book of an admitted 
later date executed in our own country—that that antiquary will probably have a tough knot 
to untie who shall strive to overthrow its chronology.” 

For some account of the prices paid for ancient bindings see foot note.* 

Scholars and priests frequently bound their own books, which accounts for the relatively 
small number of professed bookbinders during the early ages. ‘The monasteries, the princi- 
pal centres of book-making, had one or many members of their community, whose special 
function it was to bind the books written within their walls. Tritheimus, Abbot of Span- 
heim at the end of the fifteenth century, does not forget the bookbinders in the enumeration 
he makes of the different employments of his monks :—‘‘ Let one,” says he, ‘‘ fasten the 
leaves together and bind the book with boards. You prepare these boards, you dress the 
leather, you the metal plates which are to adorn the binding.” Hearne ‘has published a 
grant from Rich. de Paston to Bromholm Abbey, of twelve pence a year rent charge on his 
estates to keep their books in repair.” 

In the year 1299, when a tax was imposed upon the inhabitants of Paris for the exigen- 
cies of the King, it was ascertained that the number of bookbinders then in town amounted 
only to seventeen, who, as well as the scribes and booksellers, were directly dependent on the 
University, the authorities of which placed them under the surveillance of four sworn book- 
binders, who were considered the agents of the University. 

We must except, however, from this jurisdiction the acknowledged bookbinder to the 
“* Chambre des Comptes,” who, before he could be appointed to this office, had to make an 
affirmation that he could neither read nor write. 

In the musters, or processions, of the University of Paris, the bookbinders came after the 
booksellers. 


* In 1386, Martin Lhuiller, a bookseller at Paris, received from the Duke of Burgundy 16 francs, equiva- 
lent now in modern French money to about $25, for binding eight books, of which six were covered in grained 
leather, On Sept. 19, 1394, the Duke of Orleans paid to Peter Blondel, goldsmith, 12 livres, 15 sols, for 

aving wrought, besides the duke’s silver seal, two clasps for the book of Boéce, 

Edward the Third used to have his books bound. Here is a bill of costs: 

“To Alice Claver, for the making of xvi laces and xvi tassels for the garnyshing of divers of the King’s 
books, ijs, viijd. 

And to Robert Boillet, for blue paper and nailles for closing and fastenyng of diuers cofyns of ffyre wherein 
the Kings boks were conveyed and caried from the Kings great wardrobe in London unto Eltham aforesaid, vd. 

Piers Banduyn, Stacioner, for bynding, gilding and dressing of a booke called Titus Liuius, xxs. for bind- 

g, gilding and dressing of a booke called Frrossard, xvj s: for binding, gilding and dressing of a booke called 
le Gouuerment of Kings and Princes, xvjs. ** For the dressing of ij books, whereof one is called la forteresse 
de Foy, and thé other called the book of Josephus, iijs, iiijd. And for binding, gilding and dressing of a 
booke called the bible historial, xx s.” Among the expenses of the wardrobe accounts—Edw. III.

ANDREANA. 


The Family of Gen, Benedict Arnold.— 
W. T. K. is referred to Sabine’s American 
Loyalists for an account of the family of 
\rnold, after his treason,—and for further 
particulars to Mrs. Caulkins’ History of Nor- 
wich, Coun., (1866), pp. 412-414. 

His only sister, Hannah Arnold, never 
married. She lived with her brother, at 
New Haven, took care of his family, and 
managed his business while he was serving in 
the Americanarmy. Miss Caulkins speaks 
of her as “fan accomplished lady, pleasing in 
her person, witty and affable.” She followed 
her brother into exile, and died in 1803, at 
Montague, in Canada. 

The following letter, addressed by her to 
Silas Deane, a delegate from Connecticut to 
the Ccngress of 1775-6, is from the Deane 
Correspondence, in the second volume of the 
Collections of the Connecticut Historical 
Socrety (about to be published), pp. 356-58. 
Mr. Deane ‘had, by her brother’s request, 
remitted to her the balance found due him 
by the Congress, for expenses and disburse- 
ments in the expedition against Ticonderoga 
and Crown Point. 


To HANNAH ARNOLD.* 


PHILADELPHIA, 24th Jany, 1776. 
Dear Mapam,—Your brother, on setting out on 
his expedition to Canada, transmitted me an accot of 
his expenses and disbursements in the taking of Crown 
Point and Ticonderoga ; on which, after all he could 
obtain from the Massachusetts Assembly, there wes 
a balance of £245 145, od. due to him; and desired 
my assistance in procuriug a just settlement, by 
submitting it to Congress, Reasons unnecessary to 
be inserted in this letter induced me to put off the 
settlement until a few days since, when I obtained the 
balance above, being Eight hundred and Nineteen 
Dollts, which I yesterday took out of the Treasury 
and now send you, by Mr. Wheat of Norwich. As 
I gave my Rect, you will be so kind as to acknow- 
ledge the receiving the same in behalf of your brother, 
who directed me to send it to you when received. I 
shall ever consider the opportunities I have had of, 
in any measure, serving your gallant brother, among 
the most happy incidents of my life, and his friendship 
and confidence as a particular honor.

Miss Arnold replies : — 


New Haven, Feby 1st, 1776, 


Dear Si1r,—This acknowledges the receipt of your 
friendly letter of 24th ulto. together with the money, 
(Eight hundred and nineteen dollars,) by Mr. Wheat 
of Norwich, for which I gave him my receipt. You 
will please to accept of my most sincere thanks for 
this attention to my brother’s interest, and thus 
bringing his unhappy and troublesome business to a 
close. Indeed, my brother engaging in the second 
Expedition, and being obliged to have recourse to the 
Continental Congress to obtain that equitable adjust- 
ment of his public accounts which he had a right to 
expect from the Provincial Congress at Watertown, 
made it absolutely necessary for some friend to man- 
age this affair for him, and he knew no one in whom 
he could place so thorough a confidence as yourself. 
The same reason induces me to apply to you, desiring 
your further friendship and assistance in saving my 
brother a part of his interest in another way. The 
case is simply this: He last summer purchased a 
quantity of lumber, as a cargo for a Brig of about 120 
tons which he then expected home from the West 
Indies. She arrived in July, when he lay sick with 
the gout; of course was unable to attend to business, 
As soon as he was able to ride, found it necessary to 
go to Cambridge, in order to settle his Ticonderoga 
and Crown-Point expedition,—intending to fit away 
the Brig as soon as he came back. I suppose you 
are no stranger to the delays he met with there; and 
the expedition to Quebec in the mean time being 
determined on, he engaged in it; so found no time to 
return to his family, or to attend to his own private 
concerns. By this means the vessel is unemployed, 
and the lumber still on hand, and must inevitably be 
lost unless I can procure liberty to shipit to the West 
Indies. My brother being detained so much longer 
in his march to Canada than what he at first expected, 
together with many other unforeseen and disagreeable 
circumstances attending that important and necessary 
Expedition, makes it impossible for him to come home 
this winter, or to attend to his mercantile affairs, I’m 
therefore necessitated to do it for him. Beg you 
would therefore use your influence in Congress, that 
liberty be granted him to ship out to the Foreign 
West Indies this lumber, being about sixty thousand 
hoops and staves; the net proceeds to be returned in 
powder or any other article they may be pleased to 
order. 

I’m unacquainted with the modes of introducing 
these matters to Congress; must leave it to you to do 
it in such manner as you shall think most likely to 
succeed, Had my brother been home and neglected 
to ship the lumber within the limited time, he would 
not have had the same plea for desiring this favour. 
I hope the honorable Congress will consider him as 
suffering sufficiently already, (both in health and in- 
terest,) and will relieve him from this part of it,— 
especially as he is likely to lose a vessel and cargo at 
Quebeck, Had we not the lumber on hand, should 
be content to let the Brig lie idle; as it is, I think 
myself bound in justice to my brother to make this 
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application. You'll be kind enough to let me know 
what success I may hope for in this business ; and as 
soon as possible, as a little time may make it unsafe 
to send her out.

THE MATHER BIBLIOGRAPHY. 


From the Boston Advertiser, 


There is no family in this country upon 
whose writings so much labor and money 
have been spent by antiquaries and collectors 
as the Mather family. Nobody yet knows 
what a complete list of their published wri- 
tings is. The list of Increase Mather’s printed 
books and tracts appended to his life by 
Cotton Mather numbers eighty-seven separate 
publications. The list of Cotton Mather’s 
publications, appended to his life by Samuel 
Mather, numbers three hundred and eighty- 
two, ‘These lists are far from being complete. 
Mr. John Langdon Sibley has been laboring 
for years in making a list of the writings of 
the Mathers for his valuable biographical 
work, which is soon to appear, on the early 
graduates of Harvard College ; and even his 
unwearied efforts, with the help of many 
collectors, have led to but imperfect results. 
Of Cotton Mather’s writings two hundred 
and forty-two are in the Boston Atheneum, 
American Antiquarian Society, Massachusetts 
Historical Society, and the Prince collection 
now in the Boston Public Library. The 
number possessed by each library ranges from 
eighty to one hundred and thirty. Of one 
hundred and fourteen there is but a single copy 
in all the libraries which have been named. 
The British Museum and the Bodleian Library 
at Oxford, have made a specialty in collect- 
ing Mathers; but we have no information as 
to the number they possess. Mr. George 
Brinley, of Hartford, has over two hundred 
of Cotton Mather’s books; and his is pro- 
bably the largest collection in the world. 
The cost of some of these tracts would aston- 
ish persons who have not taken the field as 
collectors. ‘* Worth their weight in gold” 
is generally regarded as the acme of valuation, 
but here the simile fails. We will not ruffle 
the sensibilities of rare-book buyers and their 
families by further revelations on this point. 

There is an interesting question in this 
connection upon which we may be able to 
throw some light. When did Cotton Mather 
begin to print books? The earliest book 
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which appears in the list by his son, is *‘ The 
Call of the Gospel,” 1686, He was then 
twenty-three years of age. But a person who 
entered college at the age of eleven years and 
six months, with more classical knowledge 
than the average of graduates have to-day ; 
who graduated at fifteen, was made a freeman 
and began to preach at seventeen, had ample 
qualifications and time to write books before 
he reached the venerable age of twenty-three. 
Did he print any books before 1686, and if 
so, what were they? ‘‘ Elegies on Collins,” 
printed in 1685, was identified in London a 
few years since, and this, we believe, is the 
earliest up to this time which has been found. 
He was then twenty-two years of age. In 
the ‘‘ Mather Papers,” recently printed by 
the Massachusetts Historical Society (p. 44), 
is a letter dated May 31, 1633, from Natha- 
niel Mather, then in Dublin, to his brother 
Increase, in which he says: ‘* The last I had 
from you was dated October 15, 1682, and 
with it Mr. Oaks his sermon on Ecc'‘es, and 
two of your son’s poems on him, for which 
[ thank you.” Cotton was, therefore, 
writing poems at nineteen years of age; but 
this does not show that they were printed. 
August 13th, the same year, Nathaniel writes 
again (p. 47): “‘ Both yours of June 13, with 
two of your books on Comets [Cometo- 
graphir], one Diatribe [Diatriba de Signo 
Filii Hominis], and one Almanack, I re- 
ceived by Mr. Smith, August 7.” What 
almanac is that? Another letter may explain. 
The Rev. Simon Bradstreet, settled at New 
London, writes (p. 479) (without date, which 
Prince supplies as follows: “‘] suppose this 
dated about March or April, 1683”) “I 
received the verses and Almanacks you 
sent, and thank yourself and my cousin 
your son. I think his verses were in time 
and tune, and his Almanack too, only I 
must confess I see (though I well know 
what is said by some) no religion in He- 
brew months, nor irreligion in calling a 
vessell Castor and Pollux.” At the word 
Almanack, Prince, in the original letter, which 
we have seen in the Boston Public Library, 
made this note, ‘‘ Mr. Cotton Mather pub- 
lished an Almanack for 1683, beginning 
with March.” 

In the Massachusetts Historical Society’s 
Library we find an Almanac for 1683, begin- 
ning with March, with the following title:

The almanac is a neatly 
printed 16mo. 24pp., with no folios. It is 
catalogued without the name of the author. 
There is much internal evidence that this is 
Cotton Mather’s Almanac. The style, the 
learning, and the spirit of the book are his ; 
and no writer displays more marked individu- 
ality than he. ‘The author’s main purpose, 
as his motto indicates, was what he calls the 
‘* happy snare ” of imparting religious instruc- 
tion and warning sinners. The literary 


_ matter is introduced by a history of almanacs 
| and ‘‘ the connection of the Hebrew months 
| with our Julian ones,” 


This explains the 
allusion of Mr. Bradstreet that he sees no 
religion in Hebrew months, etc., ‘* Though 


| we don’t go with Schiller to put Christian 


names upon the constellations, let us not be 
absurd to beseech the Readers of an Alma- 
nack to become Christian men.’? ‘Then 
follows ‘‘ A probable account in what order, 


| at what time, and by what hands the body 
| of the Bible might be written ;” then ‘A 


serious reflection on man’s mortal and mo- 
mentary life.” Here is the meat of the 
He says, ‘* The Shrub that 
is now writing had not stept cut of his road, 
and devoted a few of his Horée Subsecivae 
to try what he could do in the foregoing 
mathematical composure, if he had not 
therein foreseen an opportunity to approve 
himself a friend to thine everlasting wel- 
fare.” This is followed by ‘‘A Description 
of the Last Year’s Comet,” in which he 
combines godliness and thrift by announcing 
a forthcoming work by his father: ‘“‘ We 
must acquaint the reader that there is in 
the press a Discourse of the nature and 
events of Comets, with two Sermons, occa- 
sioned by the two late Blazing Stars; the 
Ilaborate composure of the Reverend Mr. 
encrease Mather.” 

This work was prepared when the author 
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was nineteen years of age. His younger 
brother, Nathaniel, a youth of much promise 
who died in 1688, prepared “‘ The Boston 
Ephemeris ; an Almanack for 1626,” when 
he was but sixteen years of age, a copy of 
which is before us. It is devoted strictly to 


the legitimate purposes of an almanac, and no | 
attempt is made at religious instruction. From | 
the fact that Increase Mather sent the poems 


of his son Cotton to several persons, it is rea- 
sonable to suppose that they were in print, 
and they may yet be recovered. 


PEIRSON’S INDIAN CATECHISM. 
From the Hartford Courant, 


The Rev. Abraham Peirson, minister of 


Branford in the old New Haven Colony, (and | 


afterwards of Newark, N. J.) began the study 
of the Indian language as early as 1651, with 
a view to the religious instruction of the na- 
tives. In 1654, the Commissioners of the 


New England Colonies wrote to England, |

that he was “‘ preparing a Catechism to suit 


these southwest parts, where the language | 


differs from theirs who live about the Massa- 
chusetts.” The first copy of this Catechism, 
completed in 1656 or ’7, was lost at sea, 
with the ship by which it had been sent to 
England to be printed. ‘The next year, Mr. 
Peirson prepared another copy, and the first 
sheet was printed at Green’s press in Cam- 


bridge, (Mass.) in the autumn or early winter | 


of 1658. ‘The work was not finished before 
September, 1659,—in a little volume of 67 
pages, smal] octavo (or modern 16mo). The 
title is as follows :—

The 
title page and one or more pages of the text 
will be reproduced by photo-lithography. 
The reprint will correspond, page for page, 
with the original, and will be literal, even to 
errors of the press. An introductory note 
will give some account of the work and its 
author, and point out the peculiarities of the 
dialect in which the Catechism was composed. 


Origin of the word Quiz.—Very few 
words ever took such a run, or were saddled 
with so many meanings, as this monosyllable ; 
and, however strange the word, ’tis still more 
strange that not one of our lexicographers, 
from Bailey to Johnson, ever attempted an 
explanation, or gave a derivation of it. The 
reason is very obvious: it is because it has no 
meaning, nor is it derived from any language 
in the world ever known, from the Babylon- 
ish confusion to this day. When Richard 
Daly was patentee of the Irish theatres, he 
spent the evening of a Saturday in company 
with many of the wits and men of fashion of 
the day; betting was introduced, when the 
manager staked a large sum that he would 
hear spoken, all through the principal streets 
of Dublin, by a certain hour next day, Sun- 
day, a word having no meaning, and being 


| derived from no known language—wagers 


were laid, and stakes deposited. Daly re- 
paired to the theatre, and despatched all the 
servants and supernumeraries with the word 
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“* quiz,” which they chalked on every door 
and every shopwindow in town. Shops being 
shut all next day, everybody going to and 
coming from their different places of worship 
saw the word, and everybody repeated it, so 
that “‘ quiz” was heard all through Dublin ; 
the circumstance of so strange a word being 
on every door and window caused much sur- 
prise, and ever since, should a strange story 
be attempted to pass current, it draws forth 
the expression—you are guizzing me.

‘Long before our Revolutionary era, the 
arch and its keystone were symbols of union 
and strength. Hence, the idea fastened it- 
self upon the minds of the Pennsylvanians 
that our state occupied the positions of the 
keystone of the Union. ‘There are many 
incidents in our history well calculated to 
develop this idea. At the time of the adop- 
tion of the Declaration of Independence, 
Pennsylvania was the dividing State between 
North and South, there being six on each 
side of her.
